Campaigns for increasing con- 
sumption of milk, fruit, yegetables, 
Lave been conducted in almost every 
town and e¢ity of North America 
within the past year o> two, and 
now meat is to have its turn at 
organized publicity. An “Bat More 
Meat” campaign was inaugurated at 
the récent convention of live stock 
men held at the Agricultuyal College, 
Manhattan, Kansas, when, strong 
erguments in favor of the nse of 
more meat in the na‘ional diet was 
advanced, more particularly by the 
head of the aniinal husbandry dc- 
partment of the college, pr. C. W. 
Campbell. 

Considecing that Canadian export- 
ers of fat cattle to Great Britain 
have of la’e been able to secure sup- 
plics in Kansas City, among other 
merkets, at a price sufficiently below 
that existing on our home market 
to allow them to ship the cattle 
through Toronto ‘o Montreal for ex- 
port, it is not to be wondered at that 
stock fFaisers of the Sta‘e of Kansas 
should be among the first to put 
foc h a special effort to encourage 
increased consumption of meat i 
thelr own country. 
' In Canada, cattle, calf and hog 
prices continue to. decline, while in 
he United States prices for cattle at 
leabt are beginning to show some 
sign of holding s.eady, after having 
experienced a mitch more serious 
stump than has. occurred here. Con- 
tinued decline in lve stock prices 
Here amin the United States is no 
doubt largely due to holding back 
on the part of meat consume-cs, and

In view 
4f¢ the efforts by producers of other 
foods to popularize their products 
it looks as though the live stock 
men and meat purveyors can no 
longer proceed on the strength of 
the saying “that good wine needs no 
bush.’’ ; : 

The live stock men claim in favor 
“Ortie-product for which they pro- 
duce the raw tmaterial, every ad- 
vantage as food that is-elaimed by 
producers of milk, fruit and-v9g 
“tables, except the single one of pro- 
viding vitamines. But, they point 
out, meats provide the other great 
necessities so economically that the 
‘consumer can well afford to secure 
his supply of vit‘amines. elsewhere. 
Quoting from tables prepared by 
Dr. Henry C. Sherman, of Columbia 
University, a récognized authority 
on human nutrition, Dr. Campbell, 
in his address at Manhattan, pointed 
out that “as a source of protein, the 
most expensiveessentialinthe human 
diet, one pound of rib roll, one 
pound of flank, chuck or round 
steak, one pound of lamb chops, one 
pound of leg of mutton or one pound 
of fresh ham, is equivalent to approx- 
imately three quarts of milk or one 
dozen eggs.”

~Were it a matter of pe 
by-products in bulk, just they are 
taken from the carcass of meat, ‘it 
would be an easier matter. But they 
have to be divided into nearly two 
dozen classifications ‘and each class 
has to be treated as the raw material 
for a later manufacturing process * 
entirely different from that of the 
oihers, though they may be origin- 
ully taken from within the same 
five or six ‘inches of the. carcass. 
Each of these classes has, morever, |}: 
from the moment it arrives in the 
live steer or hog, to be traced all the 
way down the packing plant until it 
finally leaves as a ‘sepatated. product, 
either crude or already. partly mann- 
factured. One month a certain. part 
of these by-products may return a 
profit, the next month it will be los- 
ing money and the burden of profit 
will have shifted to some other by- 
product. They are almost as sensitive 
to the movement of market demand 
stccks and bonds. 
tt has, therefore, become a prin- 
ciple in packing house accounting 
that the closest ‘watch for leakages 
must be kept on the by-product, tor 
on them may depend the success. of 
the business as ‘definitely as.on the 
profit made by >the meats which 
“each the consumer's table.

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Proper Lubrication of Engines.. 


A large share of the expense’ in- 
volved in making repairs to gas eén- 
gines might be avoided if better at- 
tention were given the matter of 
proper and ‘sufficient lubrication.

Asbestos In Quebec. 

Large quantities of asbestos are 
used jn the manufacture of pipe 
coverings. Asbestos piston-rod pack- 
‘ing, made of Jong fibre asbestos spun 
‘into strands, is used ensively on 
warships. Great quantities of asbes- 
tos millboard are -used in the stove 
industry for lining oven doors. As- 
bestos sheeting papers are used be- 
tween floors and waljse and in roof- 
ing, not only as a protection against 
fire, but because an asbestos sheet- 
ing between walls prevents sounds 
passing from room to room. Asbes- 
tos has been found particularly suit- 
able for use-in the construction of 
cold chambers on. board ship and in 
cold storage buildings, owing to its 
non-conducting properties. It is also 
used extensively as a filtering me- 
dium in laboratories. When there is 
{a tenacious residue after filtering, 
-| the asbestos filter can .be thrown in- 
to the fire, and when the residue 
matter has been consumed @ as- 
bestos filter can again be used, as it 
is uninju-ed by the fire. The output 
of asbestos in the Province of Que- 
bee last year amounted to 150,000 
tons, Valued at $10,000,000.

ceptionally favorable| for the produc- 
tion of potatoes from ordinary stock, 
because it was unfavorable for the 
development of certain potato dis- 
eases that’ thrive in hot ary weather 
conditions. 

Certiied seed is the product of 
potato fields that have been inspected 
oy trained pathologists under the «i- 
rection of the Dominion botanist. ‘To 
be eligible for certification. the grow- 
ing crop must pass tle Department's 
inspection standard for freedom from 
diseases. These: standards ‘include 
also a clause calling for purity of 
variety. The seed potatoes from the 
fields that’ pass inspection“are grad- 
ed, ‘sacked, sealed and marketed on 
the basis of the Department’s certi- 
ficate, * 

All seed eligible for certification 
must conform ‘to the following 
standards: 

No. 1 grade shall not contain more 
than a total of 5 per cent. of all 
diseases, injuries and # impurities 
common to potatoes. 

No. 2 grate shall not contain more 
than a total of 10 per cent. of all 
diseases, injuries and impurities 
common to potatoes. ' 
’ During’ the past two months, the 
Markets Division of the Seed Branch 
has made a detailed survey of avail- 
able supplies “of this certified seed 
for the. coming spring trade. It 
was ‘found. that’ more than 300 
growers, out of a total of 1,400 cer- 
tified seed potato growers in Eastern 


‘Canada, have seed available for sale 


outside of their immediate aeighbor- 
hoods. The location and quantity cf 
this seed available to the spring trade 
is as follows, by provinces: Prince 
Edward Island, 9,290 bags; Nova 
New Brunswick, 
31,855. bags; Quebec, 72,650 bags;

We be- 
lieve it to be in the interests of 
Canadian agriculture that this large 
stock of certified seed potatoes be 
used for seeding in Canada this com- 
ing season. 


Currant Worm Is Harmful. 

The imported currant worm is 
about three-fourths of an inch long, 
green with yellow tips. They appear 
first in early spring as soon as the 
leaves are out, and there is one other 
brood, and sometimes a third later in 
the season. They devour the foliage. 
These are readily. destroyed by an 
arsenical spray or a dusting with an 
arsenical poison. By catching the 
first brood there will be little trouble 
later in the season. 


Boost for Pure-bred Sires. 

Breeders of pure-bred stock do not 
realize the value of the ‘provincial 
and national pure-bred sire crusade. 
They fail to see that this crusade is 
increasing the use of pure-bred sires 
and consequently, increasing the de- 
mand for them and prices. 

This crusade is a business proposi- 
“tion and is of greatest value to the 
breeders of pure-bred stock and they 

should support. it.

Setting Hens In One Room. 

Usually several hens can. be set 
with good results In one large room 
or loft, providing each with feed, 
water, and dust: bath, so that they 
may leave the nests and return at 
will. The nests should be placed sev- 
eral feet apart to avoid interference 
‘ with one another. Straw or hay, not 
chaff, makes the best nesting 
material.

He operates several of the farms 
himself, and is exceedingly: proud 
of, and interested in them. (| 

The general verdict fram. those in 
a position to know, is that Edward, 
Prince of Wales, was. not merely 
sentimental in acquiring a-Western 
Canadian ranch. On the contrary, 
being a real stockman, he saw the 
opportunities that offered for the 
‘Improving of Canadian stock, and 
he gave an earnest that this was his 
objective by importing from his 
English stock - with all possible 
speed. Threé months after the pur- 
chase of the ranch, the first selec- 
tion was made from “Stoke-Clims- 
land, 26 Shorthorns—all young cat- 
tle, the princte’s own breedins— 
sixty head of Shropshire sheep, some 
thoroughbred mares, and eleven 
Dartmoor ponies.

Such yields, however, are exceptional’ 
and are the result of a combination 
of fortunate circumstances, abundant | 
flowers of alsike and white clover, 
fireweed, or other important honey 
plants, a particularly industrious col- 
ony, a well trained and experienced 
beekeeper, and, above all, favorable 
weather.

He and 
Mr. Sills also objected to the method 
of procedure used by the committee 
and maintained they were adverse to 
the interests of Thurlow, and were 
not equitable, especially in the mat- 
ter of eliminating the values of real 
estate when amy personal property 
was considered in all the townships 
except,in the case of Thurlow, and 
leaving all the sales in Thurlow for 
consideration, which would give a 
percentage adverse to Thurlow. 

A large amount of evidence was 
taken, and the values completely in- 
vestigated and at the close counsel 
were heard, S. Masson, K. C., B. Col- 
lins for Hungerford, and Wm.

Fertilizers and Growing Crops. 

Side applications of fertilizers to 
growing crops pay. This is so well 
verified that it has become a ald 
established practice. 

In making applications of ferti- 
lizers to growing crops, the side ap- 
plication of complete fertilizers and 
the nitrogen top dressing should be 
made earlier on the heavy or clay 
loam soils than on the light or sandy 

. soils; also a smaller proportion of 

"the total fertilizer should be applied 
to the heavier soils as a. second 
application than to sandy soils. In 
other words, the sandier the soil, 
the greater the proportion of the 
fertilizer that can be successfully 
used as a side application. 

| Of course, only the water soluble 
or quickly available materials should 
be used in second application ferti- 
lizers. In such forms they are ready 
to supply the growing plant apun- 
dant food at the time when ‘the 
largest quantities are required. 

; It is well to remember that nitro- 
gen has to do with the vegetative 
growth of plants and if it is put on 
late, it tends to delay maturity. 
Phosphoric acid has to do with the 
fruiting of the plant and when, pre- 
sent in the soil in abundance, it will 
force the crop-to an early maturity. 
Potash gives vigor to the plant and 
helps to fill out the grain or develop 
the fruit. 


Canadian Potatoes to U. 8. 

Imports of potatoes by the United 
States in 1920, amounted to 6,061,- 
995 bushels, of which 5,052,212 
bushels were grown in Canada, and 
during 1919 Canada furnished 
5,307,724 bushels of the potatoes 
imported by that country. Denmark 
shipped 812,000 bushels of potatoes 
to the American market in 1920; 
the first since 1914. This amount 
far exceeds the pre-war receipts of 
Danish potatoes in the United States 
for any particular year. 


Hints for Sammer Weather.

Cardinal Ratti was born in Italy 
on Oct. 12, 1858, For many years 
he was labrarian of the Arbrosian 
Library and archives at Milan. Later 
he became librarian of the Vatican 
In this pésition he remained until 
the new Republic of Poland estab- 
lished official diplomatic relations 
with the Vatican at which time Ratti 
was appointed archbishop and was 
assigned to Poland as the representa- 
tive of the Holy See. 

That country was then torn with 
the estrangements from religion 
brought about by the Communistic 
propaganda from Soviet Russia and 
Archbishop Ratti counteracted the 
spread of radicalism. He also won 
the esteem of Polish Catholics by 
his effots in behalf of destitute chil- 
dren orphaned ‘by the war. 

Cardinal Ratti as the Archbishop 
of Milan presided over one of the 
most important archdioses in Italy. 
The city being a great industrial 
center, one of its main requirements 
is that the Cardinal shall possess a 
thorough knowledge of political ‘and 
social problems.

DEFIES COURT'S ORDER 


AUSTRIAN PRINCESS REFUSES 
TO GIVE UP CHILDREN. 


Granddaughter "1 Francis Joseph 
Has Been Involved In Scandal 
and Divorce, ‘put She Is Now 
Being Protected by Communist 
Workmen Who Are Very Strong- 
ly Against the Government. 


In a little Austrian country 
schloss, hardly more than a villa, 
lives a granddaughter of Francis 
Joseph, the late Emperor of Austria- 
Hungary, protected by Communist 


workmen. They are guarding her 


against her husband, Prince Oto von 
and zu Windisch-Graetz, and the 
police. 

An Austrian court decided that 
the Princess had not created a suf- 
ficiently moral atmosphere about 


her and awarded the children to her 
former husband, who obtained a 
divorce from her as soon as the 
general revolutionary movement 
which swept over Central Europe 
three years ago made it possible for 
him to do 80. He got the divorce 
after a spicy trial, the testimony in 
which never got into the Vienna 
newspapers, and afterward he was 
given the right to raise the children, 
but that is all the good it has ever 
done him. The princess, aided by 
the Communist workmen of Wiener 
Neustadt, who were ‘agin’ the 
Government” on any Issue, has gone 
on living in her little schloss jus: as 
if the Austriah courts had never 
issued any order.« At one time the 
court felt that it must maintain its 
dignity by sending func.ionaries to 
bring back the children, but the 
workmen in the factori¢és @rew a 
cordon about the princess’ house 
and drove the functionaries off. 

The court took this as a challenge 
the old Imperial and 
revolutionary “cwztom of swooping 
down in the middle vh~ the night. 
But the Communist workmen : 
all about that trick and had a Re 
guard on hand. Since then the court 
evidently has decided that any atmo- 
sphere the princess created would 
have to be good enough for her chil- 
dren. Back of this ex-Imperial do- 
mestic situation is a story which has 
never been printed before in detail, 
It is hardly less dramatic than the 
story of the princess’ father, Arch- 
duke Rudolph, Francis Joseph's only 
gs0n, the mystery of whose tragic 
death has never been comple.-ely told, 
Bays“ a correspondent of the New 
York World. When the Archducess 
Elizabeth was a young girl in Vienna, 
she fell in love with Otto von Wind- 
isch-Graetz, who was engaged to and 
in love with another young aristo- 
cratic Austrian lady. 5 

She saw him first at a court ball, 
where, according to Imperial cus- 
tom, it was her privilege to choose 
her partners.  Habitually Imperial 
young ladies never invite’ the same 
man to dance’ with them more than 
once in an evening, but’ Elizabeth 
invited. Prince Otto three times. 
Indeed, she showed such/a tancy for 
him that his flancee went home, 
leaving her young man in a terrible 
state of mind, though in nowhere 
near such a state of mind as that 
of the next week’s when he discover- 
ed a love-passion in the young arch- 
duchess which, to say the least, was 
embarrassing for a betrothed young 
man. But that was not the worst. 
The archduchess went to her grand- 
father, old Francis Joseph, and told 
him she wanted Prince Otto for her 
husband. Whereupon Otto was sum- 
moned before the emperor, told 
about it, and, to make him eligible, 
was elevated slightly in rank to 
Fuerst (Prince), to make him the 
equal in rank of his elder brother, 
who alone had the right to that 
title.. Scandal, as well as history, 
has no time for broken hearts, so the 
first tragedy in the life of “Fuerst” 
Otto is buried somewhere in old 
lavender, but everyone agreed that 
the newly-engaged royal couple were 
perfect specimens of the. real old 
Austrian nobility. Both tall, slender, 


noble in bearing and with cultivated 


manner of the most haughty aris- 
tocracy in Europe, they did make a 
handsome couple. 

Francis Joseph installed them in a 
castle at Prague, a place so redolent 
of historic scandal he ought to 
have known better. Young Prince 
‘Otto had hardly taken a good look 
at Prague before he spied Maria 
Zieglerova, the preitiest soubrette 
on the stage in that city of pretty 
@itiey Just when his wife became 
aware of his interest in the soubrette 
is not recorded, but one night, after 
having announced that she was go- 
ing to the country, she came down 
from her apartment with a revolver 
in her hand, and when the old ser- 
vant who was on the lookout to give 
warning of such a visitation tried to 
prevent her passing she shot him 
dead and, breaking in the door, wing- 
ed little Maria Zieglerova as she went 
out of the window. Prince Otto seiz- 
ed the revolver before Elizabeth 
could take better aim, and Maria 
sped through the ancient streets of 
Prague with only a flesh wound in 
her arm. 

Then there was a family scene. 
A servant, faithful to Francis Joseph, 
promptly gat Vienna on the tele- 
phone. Francis Joseph immediately 
ordered his Imperial railway train, 
| and made the fastest time to Prague 
, that has ever been known. He halt- 
ted the train outside the city, went in- 
to town by automobile, and bursi in 
on <hefamily quarrel before morning. 
The emperor was. seventy-five and 
had never been known as an easy- 
going man. He stood up his subject, 
| Prince Otto, before him and slapped 
| his face so hard the prince was 
ashamed to show his swollen 
| cheeks for a week. During his

Thirteen-Year-Old Girl Presented 
With Humane Society Medal. 


The medal of the Royal Canadian 
Humane Association has been award- 
ed to a young girl, Miss Phyliss Til- 
ston, of Manitowaning, Ont., for ex- 
ceptional bravery in saving a life at 
the eminent risk of losing her own. 

The deed for which the award 
was granted, happened in August, 
1920, at Sandtield, on Lake Mani‘ou, 
Manitoulin Island. Miss Margaret 
MacDougall, a trained nutse of New 
York, went out on a frail raft. She 
drifted out into deep water, and not 


being able to swim became terrified 


when she realized her ‘danger, and 
slipped or fell into the ‘water. Miss 
Phyliss Tils:on, only thirteen years 
old, but a good swimmer, swam out 
to her at once, about seventy feet 
from the shore and, seizing her cloth- 
ing with one hand, tried to swim to- 
wards shore with the othe: hand; the 
nurse pulled her down under 
water, she broke loose and both ris- 
ing to the surface, the plucky. girl 
seized her again to be pulled under; 
this was repeated three times. 

She came up alone the last time 
and being now somewhat exhausted, 
swam to a rock near shore. She 
vested a few momen‘s, and being 
shown the body floating in the 
water by boys higher on the shore, 
she swam out to the victim again. 
the latter rousing to some con- 
sciousness and struggling again on 
being seized. The girl called to the 
boys on shore to run to ‘the next 
camp for help. When this came she 
had got the victim to the shore in 
time to allow lifé to be restored. 


A Son of Toronto. 


Toronto, one of the strongholds of 
he Church of England, in the world, 
has given several sons to high posi- 
tions in the church in the United 
States and none of greater reputa- 
tion thun Right Rev. Charles Sead- 
ding, D.D. Bishop of Oregon. . Dr. 
Seadding, born in Toronto, Nov. 26, 
1861, is a son of the late Dr. H. S. 
Scadding, noted as a local historian. 
Educated at Trinicy College and in 
1885, he spent his earlier years in 
a ‘Sham. pastorate in New York City, 
before Boing to Middletown, Toledo” 
and La Grange, Ul. Now he has 
gone to the other extreme, having a 
very sparsely settled diocese. He was 
consecrated bishop in 1906, lives a: 
Portland in the summer and in a 
four-room cabin ‘‘Bishopshack,’”’ on 
the Pacific in the winter, visiting a 
population of 400,000 people in an 
area of 40,000 square milés. 

In the cliffs bordering on the 
beach below ‘“‘Bishopshack” is a cave 
in which members of the mission 
have erected an altar and cross: They 
have consecrated it as a church, and 
hamed it ‘St.’ Peter’s in the Rock. oe 
A steep pinnacle of rock above it 
forms a spire, on whose top they 
have raised a cross, which can be 
seen miles out.at sea. Services ‘are 
held here every Sunday afternoon 
during the summer, people comingjin 
large numbers from the neighboring 


town of Bandon. All sorts and con-. 


ditions of men come’ to these ser- 
vices, forming congregations too 
large to be accommodated in any 
church in the town itself. 

Methodists, Presbyterians, Dun- 
kards, Baptists, Congregationalists, 
and Mormons, all are welcome, and 
all appear to find profit and enjoy 
shemselves. One’ Mormon bishop in- 
formed a member of the mission that 
he liked Bishop Scadding’s sermon, 
as it gave him some “‘pointers”’ for a 
few remarks that he himself ‘was 
scheduled to make that evening. A 
Dunkard woman, the first time she 
attended one of the services, was 
heard to observe that there ‘did 
seem to be a new sect comin’ up 
every day.”’ 


Tuberculosis In Canada. 


Tuberculosis in its various forms 
was responsible for 6,228 deaths in 
eight provinces of Canada in 1920, 
according to a bulletin issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. -In 
Ontario, the number of deaths was 
2,300; in Nova Scotia, 775; in Mani- 
toba, 455; in British Columbia, 446; 
in New Brunswick, 389; in Alberta, 
381; in Saskatchewan, 357; in Prince 
Edward Island, 125. Quebec's statis- 
tices are not included with those of 
the other provinces, but it is noted 
that the number of deaths in that 
province between June, 1919, and 
June, 1920, was 3,196.. 

Pulmonary tuberculosis was the 
cause of 4,312 of the 6,228 deaths, 
tubercular meningitis, 326; abdo- 
minal tuberculosis, 229; acute mili- 
ary tuberculosis, 96; tuberculosis of 
the spinal column, 68; tuberculosis 
of the joints, 27; tuberculosis of oth- 
er organs, 132; disseminated tuber- 
culosis, 31; lupus, 2; scrofula, 6. The: 
number of deaths from tuberculosis 
in the eight provinces rose from 416 
in January, to 647 in May and de- 
clined steadily to 360 in December. 
In May, 1921, the number of deaths 
from tuberculosis in the eight pro- 
vinces was 463, of which 215 occur- 
red in Ontario; 67 in Nova Scotia. 
39 in New Brunswick; 37 in British 
Columbia; 35 in Manitoba; 34 in 
Saskatchewan; 23 in Alberta; 13 in 
Prince Edward Island. Statistics for 
subsequent months of 1921 have not 
yet been published.

eThe larvae grew so rapidly that 
had they not been removed’ they 
would have caused intolerable suf- 
fering. On removal the babies all 
recovered, 

Considerable importance was at- 

tached to the discovery by the 
speaker, in view of the faet of the 
existence of a nearly related species 
of fly in Russia, which is a well- 
known and terrible parasite of both 
man and several of the domestic 
ahimals. The species known in 
Russia usually attacks children 
while the latter are asleep out of 
doors. 

A similar species, continued Prof. 
Walker, existed in the Southern 
Siates. With both these and with 
the Russian fly, however, the eggs 
were always deposited in sores or in 
the natural orifices of the face. In 
the case of the Canadian fly, on the 
ather hand, the young were evident- 
ly dropped on the healthy skin.

\ Clean oats (whole or crushed), . 
bright\well-cured hay, and a small 
‘|portion of some kind of greens daily 
is the steady diet used in most rab- 
bitries. Crushod barley may be sub- 
stituted for oats; clover or alfalla 
may be used with green oais or 
timothy .hay; and the greens may 
consist of carrots, cabbages, prun- 
ings from apple and cherry trees. and 
plantain, dock, burdock, dandelion, 
cauliflower, | lettuce, or lawn clip- 
pings. Lawn clippings or other green 
should be clean and not fed 
when moldy or fermented. Dandelion 
tops ‘and roots not only have 4 food 
value, but are useful on occasion be- 
cause of their medicinal properties.

“Flu’’. Mysteries. 


Long ago ~.of our warships was 
off the West Afric&n-coasi, when a 
dense black mist advanced from the 
shore and swept over the vessel.

The ship was at once ‘ ordered 
home, and, though many of the cases 
were complicated with pneumonia 
and bronchitis, none, luckily, proved 
fatal. The patients were treated 
with cinchona-bark and ammonia, 
which was then a recognized formu- 
la for malarial fevers. 

During one devastating epidemic 
of ‘‘flu’ the Turks in Europe escaped 
because, it is said, they never re- 
moved their turbans. The medical 
faculty of Vienna officially declared 
that influenza was largely due to the 
practice of doffing hats in the street. 
In support of this contention, it wes 
Pointed out that the great majority 
of the victims were of the male sex. 

A traveler found influenza to be 
unusually severe, in Mexico, where, 
as he remarked, there is so much 
hat-dofting. 

It may be the case, however, that: 
such a large proportion of males are 
attacked because of the constant 
drain on their vitality by the nature 
of their daily occupation, The writer 
was recently informed by a high 
medical authority in London that 
influenza epidemics of late years 
showed the principal sufferers to be 
male persons who-had reached the 
most active years of their lives.

Moisture, 14.6 per cent.; protein, 2.6 
per cent.; fat, 3.3. per cent.; carbo- 
hydrates, 76.1 per cent.; mineral 
matter 3.4 per cent.; calories per 
pound, 1,605. 

Since carbohydrates and fats con- 
tribute principally to the supply of 
bodily energy, it will be noted that 
riisins rank high as energy produc- 
ers, and, in addition, contribute tis- 
sue-forming material of nearly’ 50 
calories for each pound of frult-eat- 
en, Looked at in another way, a 
pound of the edible portion furnishes 
12.2 ounces of carbohydrates, mainly 
invert sugar; 2.33 ounces of water; 
0.41 ounce of protein, 0.5 ounce fat; 
and 0.54 ounce ash or mineral 
matters. i 

The sugars and proteins furnish 
1,860 calories per pound, and the fat 
4,220, so it can be demonstrated that 
raisins supply approximately 100 cal- 
ories of energy for each ounce of food 
material. In energy yalues, aypound 
of raisins is equal to about a pound 
and a half of loin steak, twenty eggs, 
or four pounds of potatoes. 

In addition to the food factors al- 
ready mentioned, raisins contain 
about per cent. of organic acids. 
which perform a special function in 
nutritio that of maintaining the 
alkali balance of the blood. Since 
they act in .this manner with the 
mineral matters. they can be easily 
cousidered together. Very few of our 
foods are so rich in compounds of 
potassium as are raisins. 

Finally, every one likes raisins, 
because they are appetizing. Their 
zest is apparent, and their sweetness 
is not cloyimg. In combination with 
other focd, they improve its favor, 
and materially increase its dietetic 
Value.

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Famous Sword Factory. 


In the famous sword factory at 
Toledo, in Spain, the utmost secrecy 
surrounds some of the processes em- 
ployed in the making of these cele- 
brated blades, although under. cer- 
tain conditions Visitors, are allowed 
to go through the factoty. No one, 
however, is permitted to look upon 
the final secrets of tempering. In 
the first room there may’ be seen a 
curious round shield fastened against 
the wall, where the last test of a 
finished sword is made. It is thrown 
from a bow. If its point. is perfect, 
well and good; it does not turn a 
fraction of the finest hair’s breadth. 
If the blade makes an escape from 
this trial, and it usually does, it is 
worthy to be marked with the royal 
sign and the word “‘Artileria,’? that 
proves that it was made in Toledo. 
If the point wavers, even in a mafn- 
ner imperceptible to the unpracticed 
eye, the blade must go back to a 
renewal of its fiery discipline. At one 
table a man, working by aid of wax 
and a sharp-pointed needle-like in- 
strument, is busily engaged in the 
lettering of a blade. At another table 
is an artisan pounding with a tiny 
sharp-edged sort of hammer, working 
out a handle pattern. {

MEANING OF “MARU.” 


Odd Japanese Word That. We May 
Adopt In Time. é 


Oriental words when they enter 
the every-day ken of the Occident 
always inttigtic us oddly. They are 
exotic and mystical and the Western 
world inclines to them as to an ad- 
venture in Arabian nights. Some 
have been adopted by our speech, 
and have become commonplace——but 
never so Casual as to lose their gla- 
mor. Thus we amyse ourselves with 
“kismet,”’ but,no tongue of a north- 
ern race ever has uttered this fatal- 
istic word with the significance that 
attaches when it is spoken in Persia 
or the Arabian desert. East remains 
Bast, and West is West, for all that 
we avail ourselves of linguistic liber- 
ties. This is prefatory to a reply to 
a correspondent who wishes to know 
the significanee of the Japanese word 
*maru,’’ as neatly lettered on prow 
and stern of ships from the Mikado’s 
empire—the inevitable suffix to/ the 
name of each vessel. To grasp the 
true meaning of the word one must 
be of Japanese birth, and it were as 
well, perhaps, for all Westerners to 
content themselves with interpreting 
it as “‘steamship.’”’ The little brown 
mariners themselves admit. that we 
can draw no nearer to its meaning. 

In a recent issue of the Japanese 
shipping magazine, Japan, there ap- 
peared an article pertaining to the 
word ‘‘maru,” and its significance. 
The lexicographic facts, while quite 
comprehensible to the Japanese, 
escape us evefh as we read, but they 
serve to answer the curious and cer- 
tainly do not in the least detract from 
the. interest with whith we sean a 
bit of cubalistic nomenclature. Fr 
“maru’’ does not mean “steamship,” 
neither does it mean “‘ocean.” It is 
symbolical of much mote tnan that. 
It signifies in a material way a spirit- 
ual coneept. 

The Japanese themselves are not 
quite sure about it, when it comes 
to the ,quibble. It is ancient of an- 
cients, one of the oldest and most 
venesable words in their language. 
Literally it translates as. “round,” 
henee implying the completeness and 
perfection of ‘‘circle.” From this 
understanding of its meaning js de- 
rived its application to precious 
things, to children, for example. The 
son_and heir was once entitled to 
add Yee word ‘‘maru” as a suffix to 
his name iiftestimony to his import-* 
ance and value to the line. That, it 
seems, was some centuries ago — an 
indefinite number of ‘centuries—and 
long before it came into use as a 
nautical term. Later it became asso-

Britain, in association with France, 
attempted to inaugurate a National- 
ist Govefnment in. Egypt, and to 
endow the people with constitutional 
forms such as prevailed in. Western 

Europe. The experiment was pre- 
mature, for the Nationalism thus 
awakened, soon got beyond control 
and threatened not only the prosper- 
ity of Egypt, but the lives and the 
property of all foreigners there. When 
the Khedive loyally tried to stand 
beside the foreign Government, the 
Nationalists rebelled and finally em- 
barked on a ctusade, which had as 
its avowed object the driving of 
every foreigner: into the sea. 

There were massacres of Euro- 
peans in several parts of the coun- 
try, and ‘the rebels, led by Arabi 

Pasha, made a prisoner of the Khe- 
dive and interned him in one of the 
royal palaces. The port of Alexandria 
was seized and pillaged, and there 
was another massacre of Europeans. 
The next attempt of the Nationalists 
was to take possession of the Suez 
Canal. This was the last straw, 80 

‘far as British patience was concern- 
ed, and, afer trying to induce France 
to join her, Britain sent a squadron 
against Alexandria, which was bom- 
barded. This was followed by the 
landing of an army on the banks of 
the Suez Canal, and the battle with 
the rebels at Tel-el-Kebir, which fin- 
ally destroyed the movement. 

' The crushing of the insurrection 
and the deportation of Arabi and 
other leaders to Ceylon had the im- 
mediate effect of sending up the 
value of Egyptian Government 
bonds from 28 to 30 to par, and was 
the beginning of the great material 
prosperity which the Egyptians have 
enjoyed for the past four decades. 
Nevertheless, the Nationalist spirit 
was never entirely extinguisned, and 
was stimulated from time to time 
by the pious utterances of certain 
English; piiblic men and writers who 
had little knowledge of the country 
and thought that the right of the 
Egyptian to absolute self-govern- 

: fnent was the same as the right of 
the Canadians or of the English 

| people themselves. The movement 
grew in the war, and, under 
Zaghloul, became more formidable 
than at any time since the rise of 
Arabi. His extreme views are prob- 

{ ably not held by a large portion of 

| the Egyptian people, who are more

It is said that the warships of 
Commodore Perry, when they sailed 
into Yedo Bay, seemed to the Jap- 


anese who watched their impressive 


entrance to be veritable floating cas- 
tles. They called the ships by that 
namé and it was so that all great 
sea-going. craft came to be known 
as ‘“‘marus.”” When Japan forsook 
her policy of isolation, built fleets of 


| her own, and sailed the seven seas, 


the word was retained in that signi- 
ficance. Yet there are other versions 
of its mefAning, less historical, but 
no less interesting. 

One of these relates that the ar- 
gosies of Japan, in the dim past; were 
known 4s “‘marus’’ because they fre- 
quently held the fortunes of princely 
houses: In this sense the applica- 
tion was literally that of “the pre- 
cious one,” as applied to the momen- 
tous character of the enterprise. Still 
another version of its relation to the 
sea is found in the insular character 
of Japan, when to the islanders the 
ocean. comPpassed them about as an 
insuperable boundary. Thus the sea 
signifies not only a complete circle, 
but a perfection of isolation and the 
word ‘“maru’”’ became forever linked 
with the ocean. 

Yet “‘maru” does not mean 
“ocean,”” There is, however, a Jap- 
anese suffix common to their ship- 
ping that has that significant. It is 
the word ‘‘yo.” Its nearest trans- 
lation into English is “ocean.” Hence 
‘“‘Tenyo” may be freely translated as 
‘Heaven and Ocean”; while “Shin,’’ 
the Japanese word for. “Spring,” 
when coupled with the suffix “yo,” 
becomes “Springtime on the ocean.” 


Clog Their Brains. 

There have beén many shuddering 
glances at the possible rivalry. of the 
black races with Europe, or Islam. 
There may be risks of destruction. 
by violence from those sources, if 
Europe is- foolish enough to. wreck 
itself internally; but it does not seem 
likely that either of those groups 
could beat the brain power of Eu- 
rope. Islam, at least in its present 
form, has too great a drain on its 
growth of mind in the memorizing 
of the Koran mechanically. This at- 
rophies the reasoning power; and the 
type of this sacred book aoes not 
favor clear or logical thinking. The 
ideals shown by what is revered sug- 
gest that Islam will never surpass 
the activities of India, China, or 
Jewry. The great intolerance of Mo- 
hammedanism, and the lower posi- 
tion accorded in law and practice to 
women, will always be a bar to -its 
surpassing in civilizatipn the Euro- 
pean races.—Flinders Petrie in Yale 
Review.

So far as one 1s able to 
judge by the extracts quoted by the 
prosecutor, “Gott appears to be a 
iter with a gift for coarse humor 
hicht-mert. people would probably 
find outrageoli®—when appiicd io 
things and persons théy~haye been 
accustomed to regard as s&cnag, 
Christ was compared with a clown 
at a ¢izvcus, and with reference to his 
fasting. Gott remarks: ‘‘No wit- 
nesses.” a 

The ‘Rib Tickler’ appears to have 
been prepared,to meet the rudest in- 
‘telligence and for the purpose af 
forwarding the cause of Secularis 
by jibes at various passages in the 
Bible. For instance, Gott said that 
the passage should read “In my fath- 
er’s house aré many flats.” The 
prosecution contended that these 
statements were liable to provoke a 
| breach of the peace, inasmuch as 
‘they would shock and deeply offend 
the average person who might hear 
or read them. The judge laid down 
the law that the essence of bias- 
phemy wags not in what was said; 
but in the ‘manner of its saying. AB i 
utter disbelief in the Bible or the 
Divinity of Christ were expressed in 
seemly language the law held that 
no offence was committed. The ques- 
tion to decide was whether the 
pamphlets sold by Gott would rea- 
sonably be expected to result in a 
breach of the peace. Thefirst jury 
disagreed, ‘probably for the reason 
that there was one free thinker on it. 
A second trial resulted in a con- 
viction. 
| The defence was to the effect that 
the pamphlets were not likely to 
lead to djsorder. The distinction be- 
tween a trial under statute law and 
one under common! law was not, in 
the opinion of the Secularists, suff- 
elently explained by Judge Avory. 
In the former case the judge ex- 
plained the law, and the jury had 
to decide whtther the accused had 
violated it. In-cOmmon law, how- 
ever, under which Gott was prose- 
cuted, the judge ought to explain 
only what was the law up ‘to ‘that 
time. Judges and juries were not 
bound. by it. They could ‘vary their 
interpretation of common law as 
times- changed. For instance, what. 
a jury in the eighteenth century 
might consider a horrible blasphemy 
would not now be considered such. 

The judge’s summing up, was 
against the prisoner. He said that 
it wap not necessary that the pamph- 
lets should have ‘the effect of caus- 
ing a breach of the peace then ‘and 
there. ‘They might not be read for 
weeks after the time of the actual

feelings tending toward a breach of

He made prolonged studies of the 

habits of the cuckoo, and with the 
aid of a cinematorraph camera has 
secured a wonderful recoded, which 
throws light on the bird’s amazing 
cunning. ; 
_ He found that the cuckoo, first of 
all,. watches prospective foster-par- 
ents—-meadow-pipits in cases —- and 
finds the nest. Focusing: all her at- 
tention upon the birds, she waits un- 
til they leave the nest unattended, 
and then glides dewn fram her perch, 
going through sMectorhixace which 
was never so much 
before. 

In her beak she takes one of the 
pipit’s eggs, slides on to the nest 
head foremost, and in the space of 
just ‘eight seconds lays her egg,. still 
holding the pipit’s egg in her beak. 
This. done, she slips off. the nest 
backwards and flies away; still carry- 
ing the egg, at an incredible speed. 

With regard to the time of laying. 
Mr. Chance discovered that while 
most birds lay one egg a day, in the 
morning, the cuckoo lays one egg in 
two days in the afternoon. 

By the use of stratagem in the 
course of his observation of a certain 
bird, he was able, with his knowledge 
that the cuckoo lays every forty- 
eight hours at a more or less certain 
time in the afternoon and hag a fav* 
ovite perch, tb forecast almost exactly 
when and where she would next lay. 
Thus he was/able to bring a cine- 
matographer to the spot at a day’s 
notice and record the whole pro- 
cedure... 

After it is hatched out by its fos- 
ter-parent the young cuckoo lies 
helpless for about two days at the 
bottom_of the nest. Then the spirit 
of its ancestry asserts itself and it 
embarks upon thé destruction of its 
fellow nest-mates. 

Three days after the hatching-out, 
and: while the bicd is still blind and 
devoid of feathers, it sidles up to one 
of its fellow-ocdupants and proceeds 
to lift it on to its peculiarly-shaped 
flat back. Je 

The effort continues for some time, 
and the perseverance of the younr 
bird leaves no doubt as to its delib- 
erate intent. Climbing backwards up 
the side of the nest and using its 
long, naked #ring-processes as props, 
it gradually lifts and then’ pushes its 
fellow-nestling over the side to its

in Farm Buildings. 


Have It Centrally Located——How to 
Make Cement Posts for Founda, 
tion—Not Only Have Implements 
Under Clean Cover, But Keep 
Them Ready. . 

(Contributed by Ontario Department ot 

Agriculture, Toronto.) 

The storage of toolg ahd mactin- 
ery in a general barn is_not always 
ecom@uical. Frequently the barn has 
to be cleared out during haying oF 
harvest storage, necessitating the re- 
moval of the implements for a fong 
period of exposure. A building de- 
signed and constructed for imple- 
ment storage is to be desired on 
every farm. The size of an imple- 
ment shed can be determined by. 
measuring the implements and then 
determining! the space requited by 
each. Wide, buildings are not usually 
satisfactocy,since such will incline to-- 
ward a storage system that requires 
the removal of several implements 
in order to get the one wanted. Nar- 
row buildings just wide enough to 
protect the largest implements and 
wagons are to be preferred. 

Should Be Centrally Located. 


The implement shed should be} 


located as a central feature in the 
farmstead group of buildings ata 
point midway between the house and 
barn, in such a position as to be 
convenient to teamstéers going to and 
from fields and roads. Concrete 
floors are highly satisfactory, but 


not always necessary; gravel and> 


dry earth floors are generally satis; 
factory. The walls need only Lo pro- 
tect from wind and sun, while ‘the

a cheap structure, made up of 2x 4 to 
2x6 inch boards and prepared roof- 
ing paper.
